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Trade Topics. 


Engine-Roll. 





An improvement in engine-rolls consists in 
casting the spindle of the roll hollow for the pur- 
pose of containing a shaft to be used in connec- 
tion with mechanism at each end of the engine- 
roll spindle on each side of the tube containing 
the stock, to raise or lower both ends of the roll 
at the same time by operating the mechanism on 
one side of the tub. The drawings given illus- 
trate the character of this device, Figure 1 be- 
ing an end view of the mechanism used for raising 
and lowering the engine-roll, such mechanism 
being at each end of the engine-roll. Fig. 2 
represents a vertical central section of the 
mechanism shown in Fig. 1, and also of the 
engine-roll and the tub in which the stock to be 
beaten and ground is placed. Fig. 3 represents 
a plan or top view of the bearing-block M, Fig. 
2 of the drawings, and Fig. 4 represents the op- 
po-ite end of the engine-roll spindle from that 
shown in Fig. 2 of the drawings. The end shown 
in Fig. 4 is supported by mechanism the same as 
that shown in Figs. 1 and 2. 

In the drawings, the part marked A, Fig. 2 
represents a portion of the tub, such as is 
usually used to hold the rags or other material 
to be reduced. B represents the partition or 
mid-fellow in the middle of the tub A. C repre- 
sents the engine-roll of the usual form; D the 
spindle of the roll, which is cast hollow. E E 
are heads projecting from the spindle D, cast 
thereon or attached thereto in any suitable 
manner. On the outer edges of these heads E. 
knife-blades F are fitted in slots and held in 
place by means of bands a around the 
roll on each end thereof, a ng into a notc!, 
in each end of the knife-blades F, as shown in 
Fig. 2. G represents a shaft running through 
the hollow spindle D, with the hand-wheel H at 
one end of the shaft, and a small gear-wheel or 
pinion I keyed thereto at each end thereof. The 
shaft G is supported in position at each end by 
the arms or projecting parts J, Figs. 1 and 2, 
extending out from and bolted to the bearing- 
block M, or attached thereto in any other suit- 
able manner. These armsJ form bearings in 
which the shaft G turns, and by means of which 
the position of the shaft relatively to the spin- 
dle D is always the same. 

The part K, Figures 1 and 2, represents a suit- 
able iron frame at the side of the tub A for sup- 
porting the bearing of one end of the spindle D, 
and also for holding in proper position the 
mechanism arranged to raise and lower the 
spindle and the roll C. There isa similar frame 
at the other side of the tub A, which is not 
shown, for supporting the bearing of the other 
end, L, of the spindle D, Fig. 4. The frames K 
are bolted to the side of the tub A and also to 
the floor to hold them securely and firmly in 
position. 

M, Figures 1 and 2, represents a bearing- 
block, the top of which is hollowed out and 
fitted with a brass lining, x, as shown in Figs. 
2 and 3, to forma bearing for the end of the 
spindle D toturn in. The block M has a hole 
bored in its lower part, into which the station- 
ary stud N is inserted, as shown in Fig. 2. 
This stud is held securely in place in the block 
M by means of the collar O on the stud and 
the nut b on one end of the stud, which pre- 
vent it also from turning in the block. The 
lower part of the block M is tapered down and 
rests for support upon the head of the screw P. 
The head of the screw turnsin a nut, Q, fitted 
into the frame K. Upon the upper part of the 
screw P is keyed a beveled gear, R, which 
meshes with the smaller beveled gear, 8, which 
is keyed onto the hub or cast on the hub of the 
large gear-wheel T, which in turn meshes with 
the small gear-wheel I, keyed onto the shaft G, 
as before described. The gear-wheel T is cast 
with a hub, c, extending out on one side of the 
gear. This hubc turns upon the stationary stud 
N, extending out from the block M, and is pre- 
vented from sliding off of the stud by the nutd 
at the end of the stud N. As before stated, the 
beveled gear S is keyed to or cast on the hub ¢ 
of the gear T and turns with that gear. 

On the other side of the tub A there is a sup- 
porting-frame for supporting the bearing of the 
other end, L, of the spindle D (shown in Fig. 4), 
and the mechanism for raising and lowering 
that end of the spindle D. The frame and the 
mechanism thereon are the same as that al- 
ready described. 

The operation of this engine-roll is as fol- 
lows: The roll C is made to revolve in the usual 
way, by meansof a belt and pulley, and the ma- 
terial in the tub, by the current formed by the 
revolutions of the roll, is drawn in between the 
bed-plate in the tub A, under the roll, and the 
knife-blades F, in the usual way in engine-rolls. 
As the material in the tub becomes finer and it 
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becomes necessary to gradually lower the roll C, 
both ends of the spindle D, which supports the 
roll C and the knife-blades F thereon in posi- 
tion are lowered at the same time, and by one 
operation, so that the edges of the knife-blades 
F will always be ina position parallel to the 
top of the bed-plate in the tub A, and the full 
length of the knife-blades will thus always 
act evenly upon the material in the tub A in 
connection with the bed-plate. As has been 
before stated, the shaft G is held always in the 
same position relatively to the hollow spindle D 
and bearing-block M by thearms 
orsupports x. The roll Cis raised 
or lowered by turning the hand- 
wheel H, keyed to the shaft G. 
The small gear-wheel I, also 
keyed to this shart, meshes with 
and turns the large gear-wheel 
T. It also turns the small bevel- 
ed gear S on the hub c of the gear 
T. The beveled gear S meshes 
with and turns the beveled gear 
R, which, being keyed upon the 
head of the screw P, causes that 
screw to turn in its supporting- 
nut Q, the screw P being raised 
or lowered by means of the sys- 
tem of gears above described, 
according as the hand-wheel H 
is turned in one direction or the 
other. The base of the support- 
ing and bearing block M, rest- 
ing upon the head of the screw 
P, is raised or lowered with the 
screw, and the end of the spindle 
D of the roll C resting upon the 
block M is also raised or lowered 
together with the roll C at the 
same _ 

With mechanism upon the oth- 
er side of the tub for supporting 
the other end, L, of the spindle D, the same 
as shown in Figs. 1 and 2, and operating in 
the same mannar, it will be readily seen that 
@ person standing on one side of the tub A by 
turning the hand-wheel H on one end of the shaft 
G, can raise or lower both ends of the spindle D 
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with the roll Cat the same time and by one 
operation, the roll C being raised or lowered 
evenly and uniformly, and this can be done 
while the roll C is revolving and without stop- 
ping the operation of the machine. 





Imports of Heavy Chemicals. 





It was doubtless noticed in the table of imports 
and exports published by us last week, that 
there was considerable variation in the amount 
importei as compared with the corresponding 
period last year. This was due to various 
causes, not, however, altogether to a decreased 
consumption here, although that would be the 
natural inference from a superficial considera- 
tion of the statistics presented. The quantity 
of bleach imported, as shown by the official 
reports for the period covered by the Treasury 
Department statistics, shows a decrease of 3,242,- 
081 pounds. The direct cause of this was the 
smaller amount manufactured, owing to the low 
price ruling in this and the English markets, but 
later, as our readers are well aware, an upward 
movement in prices set in, the highest figure 
reached in this market being about two anda 
half cents. This, of course, had a stimulating 


effect on manufacturers, who, seeing a fair op- 
portunity of realizing a profit on their produc- 
tion, increased their output and a reaction was 
the natural consequence, the market gradually 
sagging off and being at present on the down- 
ward turn. The supplies in this market have 


been very low during the reign of high prices, 
and this contributed its full quota of effect on 
the market values. We find, however, that the 
imports for the past two months have been very 
light. The entries at all ports amouating to but 
6,623,615 pounds, which is considerably less 





than the average, and the consequence is that 
the supply is yet very light. There is now com- 
ing forward by sail 3,104,000 pounds, which, 
added to the amounts regularly coming for- 
ward by steam vessels, will relieve the mar- 
ket and give us ample supplies to meet 
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the increased consumption which may na- 
turally be expected during the coming 
months. Had there been the usual demand from 
paper manufacturers the paucity of supplies 
would doubtless have proved embarrassing, and 
tg this lack of inactivity among the paper trade 
may be attributed what falling off in consump- 
tion there has been the past winter, and conse- 
quently the freedom from unpleasant results 
which otherwise would have followed the re- 
stricted production and higher prices. The 
trade in this article, in every respect, is now in 
a much more healthy condition than it has been 
for several months, and there is every indica- 
tion of steady improvement until the market 
settles down to its normal position. 

The official statistics of the sodas furnished by 
the Treasury Department are somewhat unsatis- 
factory by reason of the grouping of sal soda 
and soda ash under one head, but taken together 
they show a healthy increase to the extent of 
36,196,470 pounds, while the receipts for the past 
two months, not included in the official reports, 
amounted to 38,580,000 pounds, which is consid- 
erably more than the average importation, and 
therefore shows the trade in these articles to be 
steadily increasing. Although there is a large 









supply of both soda ash and sal soda in this mar- 
ket, there has been no such accumulation as 
would of itself have a depressing effect upon 
values. It is then fair to assume that although 
the manufacturers of glass have complained of 
dull trade they have used fully as much ash, if 
not more, than in previous seasons. The paper 
makers have, of course, taken less, but, as we 
have already stated, as the market is not over- 
stocked, the other consumers have used larger 
quantities than usual. As prices have ruled 
low for some time there has been an in- 
ducement to purchase beyond 
current requirements, and it is 
possible that some consumers 
may be carrying more than or- 
dinary supplies, but that there 
is a steady increase in the con- 
sumption there can be no doubt. 
The trade for carbonated ash 
may possibly soon fall off, but 
caustic ash and sal soda may be 
expected to continue in good re- 
quest unless some unusual or un- 
foreseen disarrangement in busi- 
ness occurs. 

Caustic soda also shows a fair 
increase in the amount imported, 
for the seven months ending 
with January 31, amounting to 
2,826,299 pounds. The imports 
for the months of February and 
March reached 2,696,296 pounds, 
which shows a falling off, the 
average the past year being more 
than double this amount. This 
falling off is naturally due to the 
change in the new tariff which 
goes into effect on the lst of next 





large, and with the demand con- 
fined to actual current require- 
ments of consumers, the imports for the en- 
suing three months may be expected to 
prove very light. The change in the tariff 
cannot be expected to have any effect on 
the price of this article in this market before 
the new duty goes into effect, as the supplies 



















will doubtless be reduced to a minimum before 
that date, and receivers will gauge their im- 
ports to meet actual requirements. A change 
in the tariff to a lower rate cannot be anticipated 
in the price of an article, as that means a loss 
to the importer, while on the other hand an in- 
crease would be pretty sure to be felt in a grad- 
ual advance in the price as the time for enforce- 
ment of the new duty approaches. After the 
first of July, therefore, we may expect a large 
increase both in the imports and in the demand, 
and it is an open question whether this will not 
have a tendency to partly counteract the effect 
of the decrease in the duty levied.—Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter. 





A Point About Belts. 


Talking the other day with one of the most 
prominent leather belt makers in the country, 
he informed me that it is a great mistake to sup- 
pose that the best belts are those which have all 
the “stretch ” taken out of them at the factory 
of the maker. In order to take all or nearly all 
the stretch out of his belts, the manufacturer 
must subject the leather to a stretching process 
so violent and severe that all the life is taken 
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out of it, and the belts are robbed of what ought 
to be a leading feature—durability. If people, 
he said, would have more patience witb their 
belts, and would buy fewer which have no 
“stretch,” or practically none, they would dis- 
cover an economy that would surprise them. 
The belt, when driving machinery, is stretched 
gradually, not suddenly and violently, and for 
this reason the stretching is less injurious to it 
than the belt maker’s process, It would be a 
little more troublesome to do the stretching in 
this way, but the economy which would result 
from it would more than offset this objection. 
The mistake however, is common—almost uni- 
versal—and the best is supposed to be the one 
which has been “stretched to death.”—The 
Woodworker.

How English Mannfacturers Re- 
gard our New Tariff. 





The fact that nearly all tariff legislation by 
Congress, which promotes the extension and en- 
largement of our manufacturing industries, 
thereby affording remunerative employment to 
more workers for wages and increasing our na- 
tional wealth, is regarded with strong disfavor 
by British manufacturers is interesting and sig- 
nificant to every American. This feeling on 
the part of our transatlantic cousins is not 
prompted by envy or malice, for there are no 
hostile feelings except such as are inseparable 
from rivalry in the same commercial business. 

The matter for contention is whether consumers 
of manufactured goods in this country shal] sup- 
ply their wants more or less with foreign articles 
of the kind that can be produced here. Witha 
tariff protective in fact as well as in thec 
a such co les Ww 
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ments will be busy, workmen well paid and 
general business prosperous, unless other and 
extraordinary causes interfere. With a tariff 
reduced below rates that will safely protect, 
capital will not actively seek investment in 
manufactures, markets will be supplied with 
foreign goods, workmen who are fortunate 
enough to be employed must accept low wages, 
while thousands of others will be tramping about 
searching for employment. It is the old, old 
story told a thousand times, and just as true now 
as when the protective tariff was enacted over 
twenty years ago. 

No attempt is made to conceal this truth in 
England. The London Jronmonger, the repre- 
sentative journal of the British iron and metal 
manufacturers, in first commenting upon our 
new tariff, says : 

Where the duties are reduced we may be certain 
that the American manufacturers in corresponding 
industries will strain every nerve to meet the new 
conditions, by reducing wages or in other ways, so 
that it by no means follows as a matter of course 
that lower duties must result in increased business 
for us. The tendency will be in that direction, never- 
theless, and our manufacturers will doubtless not be 
idle in doing their best to utilize the opportunities so 
afforded to the best possible advantage. 

The few reductions in our tariff seem to have 
aroused great hopes in England, In its next 
subsequent issue the Jronmonger says : 

It would, perhaps, be premature to assert that the 
effect of the altered duties will be to immediately 
yield great results to British manufacturers, but it is 
a reasonable assumption that it will do something in 
the way of improving our exports to the great Re- 
public on the other side ofthe Atlantic. 

* * * - * - * 

The United States may not yet see the folly of pro 
tectionism, and it may be many years before they 
throw off the customs taxes which burden their 
people, but they are, to say the least, beginning'to tire 
of ultra-protection, and are manifesting uneasiness 
in connection with a system which makes the many 
pay for the benefit of the few. Every step they take, 
consequently, must needs be watched with deep in- 
terest by the people of this country, who are so 
closely allied with their cousins over the water. This 
feeling would be deep seated in any case under the 
circumstances, even if no direct benefit whatever 
were likely to accrue to ourselves. It must, there- 
fore, be all the more intensified when it seems likely 
that our pockets, as well as our sentiments, may re- 
ceive encouragement and satisfaction. 

Those who are in sympathy with British man- 
ufacturers, and who desire what is outlined in 
the above extracts, are clamorous for lower 
duties, and are obstreperous in their denuncia- 
tion of *‘the folly of protectionism.” Those, 
however, who are opposed to industrial suicide 
as a national policy—happily the great majority 
of American citizens—are firm in demanding no 
further tariff concession to foreign manufac- 
turers.—American Machinist.

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Holyoke Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyore, Mass., April 5, 1883. 

This is ‘‘Governor’s Sunday,” our"annual fast- 
day, and many of the mills are giving their help 
aholiday. This isnot always the custom with 
the paper mills, but this year there is not rush 
of business enough to care aboutrunning. I 
think that the business prospect is improving 
some, The dealers have been ordering so 
meagerly all through the first quarter of the 
year that their stocks must be greatly depleted 
and must soon want filling up. The country 
uses about if not quite as much paper as ever. 
There has not been change enough in general 
business to catike people to economize in the use 
of paper a great deal, so that it is probable 
that there will be as much paper sold as ever, 
taking the year through. The failures in the 
paper trade have demoralized the buyers for a 
time, and this has caused the trouble or at least 
greatly aggravated it. 

Last week’s JOURNAL was interesting, with 
the opinions of leading paper makers on the 
prospects of the trade. What is to be done with 
the great increase in production is certainly a 
serious question. If the mills now in operation 
cannot find business enough to keep them run- 
ning at a living profit, what will become of the 
paper turned out by the new mills ? The growth 
of the coufitry and the increased uses for paper 
will take some of it, but it does seem that many 
of the weaker concerns would be forced to give 
up business with such a multiplicity of mills. 
This is all on the supposition that we make paper 
in the years to come only for this country. If 
we could make it cheap enough to export we 
would have an outlet for all of our surplus pro- 
duction. This must come in time, but there is 
very little attempt at exportation now. 

The stockholders in the Zylonite works at 
Adams think that they are going to make their 
fortunes out of the invention, which is an English 
one. The material used is made chiefly of paper 
and a large variety of articles are manufac- 
tured, such as many small wares usually made 
of ivory and shell. The imitation of shell is 
very good, and the articles must be quite sal- 
able. 

It is the Dickinson & Clark Paper Company 
that reports a big run of paper this week. Its ma- 
chine is only 62 inches wide, and on this it made 
in three consecutive days 9,365 pounds, 9,576 
pounds and 10,030 pounds, aggregating within 
29 pounds of 144¢ tons, which is thought to be 
the largest run on a 62-inch machine ever made 
in the city. The first two days the run was for 
only twenty-two hours each, and the third day 
twenty-one hours. 

C. E. Watson, selling agent of the Chemical 
_Paper Company, had a happy surprise party at 
his house the other night. 

The Crockers are enterprising paper makers. 
©. A. Crocker, of this city, has just bought Wat- 
son & Chamberlain’s new brick paper mill at 
Loudville, in Northampton. The mill has a 62- 
inch Fourdrinier, and the entire property is in 
good running order, with modern equipments 
throughout, and the Glenwood Paper Company 
has been organized, with three officers: Presi- 
dent, A. B. Harris, of Springfield; agent and 
treasurer, C. A. Crocker; secretary, D. P. 
Crocker. The agent will remove to Easthamp- 
ton, which will be the P. O. address of the com- 
pany. 

The new pulp mill of the Newtons, at Reads- 
boro, Vt., will start up in about ten days. 

Robertson Brothers’ new manilla paper mill, 
at Hinsdale, N. H., is all ready to begin work. 
The firm will continue the same class of busi- 
ness which it carried on here, and make about 
1,800 pounds of toilet paper daily. 

Henry Dickinson, of the Union Paper Com- 
pany, sailed for the Bermudas on Tuesday, on a 
short vacation. 

I have not heard that our manufacturers have 
been hurt any by the failure of C. P. Markle & 
Sons, the Pittsburg paper makers, but it no 
doubt throws a quantity of manufactured paper 
on the market. H. 


The Taylor Failure. 





(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE JOURNAL.] 


Cuicaeo, April 4, 1883. 

In view of the fact that publicity has been 
given to certain erroneous statements regarding 
the Cleveland Paper Company’s relations to 
Geo. H. Taylor & Co., the following corrections 
have been furnished by parties interested. 

When the company of Geo. H. Taylor & Co, 
was formed, its inventory showed nearly $100,- 
000 of good assets. The Cleveland Paper Com- 
pany had put into the business more than $50,- 
000 in cash, and the whole thing was sold out 
for $50,000, from which a dividend of 15 per 
cent. was paid to the stockholders. This 
amounted to $45,000. Of the remaining $5,000, 
Mr. Knickerbocker bought and gave his note 
for $4,000, and Mr. Longley his for $1,000. Of 
these amounts the company has not received a 
cent. 

By this division N. W. Taylor and Geo. H. 
Taylor received nearly half of the stock, and 
all of N. W. Taylor’s share was soon turned 
over to his son, so that the former does not hold, 
nor has he for a long time, held a dollar of it. 

Nearly half of the original stockholders still 
retain their stock, and have never received a 
farthing for it in any shape or manner, and are 
not liable under the laws of Illinois. 

Most of the indebtedness to the Cleveland 
Paper Company was.for indorsements made by 
the latter for Lucius Clarke & Co.’s drafts on 
Geo. H. Taylor & Co., given, as the Cleveland 
Paper Company supposed, to enable Geo. H. 
Taylor & Co. to handle the product of the South 
Bend mill, as would have been the case had it 
been bought of any other party. Besides this, 
the Cleveland Paper Company was assured on

both sides that it should be protected in any 
event. 

“The result,” says the Cleveland Paper Com- 
pany, ‘‘has proven to us that we probably knew 
less of the real condition of these firms than 
any other of their creditors. We feel this fail- 
ure more keenly than we can express in words, 
but were in no way connected with the concern, 
except in the way stated, and wish our position 
made as plain to the public as language can 
make it.” 

It might be added that the same South Bend 
mill is alleged to have been eagerly sought by 
parties who “ knew all along it would bust ’em,” 
and Geo. H. Taylor claims that he was offered 
$20,000 for his bargain two weeks after its pur- 
chase. M.

The influence of the greater sup- 
plies of fibre produced from wood on the 
price of other grades of stock is apparent, 
and in reducing the cost of manufacture 
has, of course, reacted on the finished 
product. But the market seems to be in 
fair shape despite the seeming slow move- 
ment. Our report to-day indicates a steadi- 


ness which is reassuring. 


A NUMBER of inquiries have been ad- 
dressed to THE JOURNAL, asking for a con- 
struction of the provisions of the new 
tariff relating to wood pulp and chemical 
fibre. In reply to these generally we refer 
our readers to that clause of schedule’M of 
the ‘‘ Act to reduce internal revenue tax- 
ation,” which says, ‘‘ Pulp dried for paper 
makers’ use 10 per centum ad valorem.” 
Now, in no other part of this act is pulp 
for paper makers’ use referred to. No dis-

WE learn from the Rassegna, of Turin, 
that the Italian paper makers are seriously 
alarmed at the clause in the commercial 
treaty now being negotiated with Germany, 
to permit the free importation of paper 
from either country. The duty on paper in 
Italy is now about 1 per cent. per pound, 
and the Italians fear that they will be 
flooded with the cheapest kinds of German 
paper, with which, because of the lack of 
water-power and wood, it would be difficult 
for them to compete. Paper-making, 
protected by a reasonable duty, has made 
some headway in Italy, so that there are 
now in full operation in that country 536 
mills, employing 8,640 hands, and turn- 
ing out annually 706,700 reams of pa- 
per, of an aggregate weight of 28,117 
tons. This product was valued last year at 
$5,600,000, and the entire import did not ex- 
ceed 1,100 tons, of which Germany con- 
tributed 217, Austria 441, France 284, Eng- 
land 50, and the Netherlands and Switzer- 
land 31 tons. Germany exported last year 
26,617 tons of paper, valued at $5,698,200,

Some Points on a Cylinder. 
Mepvusa, April 6. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

In THE JOURNAL of the 17th March, ‘‘G W. L.” 
gives his reasons why a large cylinder is better 
than a small one, and says further that the cylin- 
der should be set low enough so that the top will 
be only three inches above the top of the vat, in 
other words, 32 out of the 36 inches of his cylin- 
der should be immersed in the stuff. I cannot 
say how such an arrangement, would work, and 
he may be right for anything I know to the con- 
trary ; I can only tell whatI know. My own 
cylinder is 24 inches in diameter ; the shaft is 
about four inches below the level of the stuff in the 
vat; the usual suction draws down the water in- 
side of the cylinder about three inches, and never 
draws below the shaft; the coucher sets over the 
cylinder toward the vat about five inches, that 
is to say, aline from the centre of the coucher 
shaft falls five inches from the centre of the 
cylinder shaft.

| To the Editor of The Journal : 


In reply to ‘*G. W. L.’s” query, I claim that 
the point where the pulp ceases to form depends 
upon the kind of stock used. With nearly all 
kinds, the fibres adhere during the full revolu- 
tion of the mold through the water. To prove 


| that this is correct the water in front of the 


cylinder can be seen passing through the wire to 
a lower water level inside of the cylinder or in- 
This cannot 
be disputed, as it can be seen, and what is out of 
sight can only be solved by reason and common 
sense. 
trates the wire surface as it emerges from the 
water, and the fibres mingling in this water can- 
not fail to follow the course of the current and 
collect upon the strainer or cylinder forming 
surface. The bulk of the stuff forms in the first 
quarter turn—the most forming as the bare wire 
enters the water, and gradually diminishing in 
quantity until the sheet is as complete as the 
present small cylinders and existing vat arrange- 
ments will admit of. 

‘* F.’3” illustration of the extra forming sur- 
face gained in the use of a large cylinder over a 
small one in the first entering the stuff is cor- 
rect, and to go a little farther, the extra surface 
subjected to the suction allows of more time for 
the open or light places to fill up during its entire 
rotation in the water. The fact that cylinders 
running at aslow speed makes better formed 
paper than when running fast is proof that stuff 
is collected upon its surface too sudden for the 
Mill 


cause they are unable to increase the speed 
beyond a certain limit, and dry the paper; large 
engines are displacing small ones; 24x 28-inch 
cylinders are being displaced by 30-inch. Why ? 
Is it because less forming surface is gained 
by the use of a larger cylinder? I guess 
not. Now, if the speed has been so in- 
creased that the 30-inch makes a_ better 
formed sheet than the 24-inch, then, I say, con- 
tinue the good change until the surface for col- 
lecting fibres is sufficient to run fast, and form as 
it does on a small cylinder at a slow speed. 

“W. W.” states that those making such an ado 
over large runs have for their product an in- 
ferior grade of paper, which is probably the 
case, as many mill owners will only make such 
changes as are absolutely necessary to increase 
their production. A little extra drying surface 
and more beaters, or larger ones, are the changes 
and the little 30-inch cylinder will stand the in- 
creased speed, but at a loss to the owner of from 
one-eighth of a cent toone cent per pound on the 
paper made. The stuff is shot at the cylinder 
and whatever sticks to the surface is called pa- 
per, notwithstanding that it is unevenly formed, 
and the strength is impaired. being nothing near 
as good as if properly made by having plenty of 
forming surface to correspond with the demands 
for the increased speed. 

I have endeavored to answer all of ‘‘G.W. L.’s” 
queries, and trust that he will, like a man, ex- 
plain how it is possible to expect a 24-inch cyl- 
inder to do as good work running at the unrea- 
sonable speed of 200 feet per minute than a 
cylinder of 36-inch calibre, at 75 feet per minute. 
This figured out, is requiring the small cylinder 
to do nineteen times as much work as the large 
cylinder (for the same forming surface), which 
is preposterous and way out of sight of all rea- 
son, and, instead of soliciting the assistance of 
some correspondents to help ‘‘G. W. L.” out of 
the mire, he had better make a clean job of it and 
‘‘acknowledge the corn,” and stop asking ques- 
tions for the purpose of attacking some little un- 
important technical point. There are several 
readers awaiting an explanation of that “ wild” 
statement. Give us an answer of some kind and 
branch off on to other points afterward.

Manufacturing News. 


EASTERN STATES. 


The rotary hydraulic governor, built by the 
Gillespie Governor Company, Boston, is meeting 
with marked favor among the mills at Holyoke. 
Although the first one was put on there only a 
few months ago, they are now running in the 


mills of the Winona Paper Company (two), Al- | 


bion Paper Company (two), Wauregan Paper 
Company (three), Nonotuck (one), Syms & Dud- 
ley (one), Massasoit (one), and Hampden Glazed 
Paper Company (one). 

The Chelsea Paper Company, Greenville, 
Conn., is putting in a 45x48 inch washing en- 
gine. 

D. M. Dickinson, Norwich, Conn., will dis- 
pose of his paper-stock business at that place, to 
take charge of the mills of the Excelsior Paper 
Company, Holyoke. Mr. Dickinson purchased 
an interest in the mill last September, to take 
effect on April 1. The present proprietors are 
George R. Dickinson, John E. Clark and D. M. 
Dickinson. 


The Moore filter (George H. Moore, Norwich, 
Conn.) is meeting with great favor among the 
paper makers of Holyoke. The Massasoit Paper 
Company is now running five, the Nonotuck 
five, the Holyoke five, and Riverside four. It 
is used both to filter river and spring water, and 
asmall one is now being used for lime-water, 
one with a three-inch pipe is attached to a 
Fourdrinier machine. 


The Yantic Paper Company, Greenville, Conn., 
has shut down its mill at Bozrah for a few days 
for general repairs and improvements. 

The Sibley Machine Company, manufacturer 
of paper machinery, Norwich, reports a better 
condition of business since the passing of the 
tariff bill. A number of hands will soon be 
added to its force to keep up with orders on the 
Moore filter, on which one-half of its present 
force is engaged. Aside from this a large part 
of the work now on hand is general paper-mill 
jobbing. 

Thomas Drummond, proprietor of the Nor- 
wich (Conn.) boiler works, has been gradually 
increasing his facilities and business for a num- 
ber of years. He is well acquainted with the 
business and is a good workman. 


The Penobscot Chemical Fibre Company, 
Bangor, Me., is putting its new mill in opera- 
tion. Iwill at present produce about ten tons 
per day. G. Schenck, formerly of Dutton & 
Schenck, is treasurer of the company. 


The Seymour Paper Company, Windsor 
Locks, Conn., has recently replaced two of its 
68-inch Boyden wheels with new ones having 
gun-metal buckets, thus gaining 30 to 40 per 
cent. increased power. It has also put in an- 
other large washing engine of 1,000 pounds, and 
expects to receive during this month two 1,500 
pound engines and another 5-ton rotary boiler, 
from Harrison Loring. The company is also 
putting in automatic sprinklers throughout the 
entire mill, and another firepump. These im- 
provements will complete all that the company 
intends making at present. 

The new factory of the Hampden Glazed Pa- 
per and Card Company, Holyoke, will soon be 
ready for occupancy. The main building is 
179x51 feet, and is three stories high above the 
basement. The engine-house is 18x33 feet and 
the boiler-house 28x41 feet, each two stories 
high. The building which contains the office 
and sample-room is 41 feet square and two stories 
high. The chimney is 100 feet high and 9 feet 
square. An 80 horse-power Harris-Corliss en- 
gine will furnish the power, and an 80 horse- 
power boiler will make the steam. The build- 
ing will have an elevator, with self-closing 
hatches. The plans for the building were drawn 
by D. H. and A. B. Tower, who superintended 
its construction. 

The Holyoke Transcript says: ‘Probably 
one of the largest (if not the very largest) runs 
of paper ever made on a 62-inch Fourdrinier 
machine is that which stands to the credit of the 
foreman of Dickinson & Clark’s paper mill. 
On such a machine on book paper this consecu- 
tive three days’ ‘“‘run” has been made 9,365 
pounds, 9,576 pounds, and 10,030 pounds. The 
first two measures were for 22 hours each and 
the last for 21 hours. This was an average of 
9,657 pounds per day, and an aggregate of 14 
tons 971 pounds, which lacks only 29 pounds of 
being 1444 tons made in three days.” 


8. T. Coy contemplates building a new paper 
mill at West Claremont, N. H., the coming sea- 
son. 


The manufacture of paper-cob tubes at Fall 
River is carried on chiefly by James Wood, of 
that city, who is half-owner, for this country of 
the patent used in Glasgow, Scotland. The 
other half of the patent is owned in Lowell. 
The paper is bought in large rolls, of various 
colors. The rolls are placed in a machine that 
splits the long stretch of paper into strips, just 
the width required. These strips are rewound 
and then run through another machine, which 
applies the paste and rolls the paper into a hol- 
low tube of considerable length. In some vari- 
eties two thicknesses of paper are run together, 
the inside being light colors, the outside dark 
colored. A boy stands at a certain place and 
cuts off the long roll at certain marked inter- 
vals, and these long slips are, after drying, 
taken to another machine, where they are cut 
into the short lengths required. These paper 
tubes are placed upon the mule spindle, on 
which the cop is reeled for use in the shuttle. 
The stiff paper, although very light in weight, 
keeps the yarp of the cop firmly in place, and 
enables the weaver to easily place the cop in 
the shuttle.

GEoRGE W. DavIips. 
George W. Davids, of the firm of Thaddeus 
Davids & Co., ink manufacturers, of No. 127 


William street, was found dying on Wednesday | 


afternoon at the Grand Union Hotel, at Forty- 


second street and Fourth avenue, from the ef- | 


fects of laudanum, and died before medical aid 
was procured. Mr. Davids was at his office in 
this city as usual on Tuesday, and left about 
5 o’clock in the afternoon, for the Grand Cen- 
tral Depot. At 7 o’clock he entered the 
Grand Union Hotel and asked foraroom. He 
was known at the hotel as a transient visitor, 
and, after he had registered his name and ad- 
dress, he was assigned to Room No. 599, on the 
fifth floor. Mr. Davids retired at once, and 
nothing more was heard from him until about 
11 o'clock yesterday morning, when the 
chamber-maid, according to the rules of the 
house, rapped at the door of the room. 
The occupant answered testily, ‘‘Go away; 
let me alone.” An hour later the cham- 
ber-maid again rapped at the door, and Mr. 
Davids again ordered her away. “I’ve paid 
for this room,” he said, ‘‘and if they want 
more money for it I’ve got plenty. Go away 
and let me alone.” The girl went away and did 
not again disturb him. About two o’clock in 
the afternoon an upholsterer, while at work in 
the corridor outside the room occupied by Mr. 
Davids, heard loud and labored breathing com- 
ing from the room. Alarmed at this, he went 
to the office and reported to William B. Fitch, 
the manager, that he thought there was some- 
thing wrong with the guest in Room No. 599, 
Mr, Fitch, with a carpenter, went to the room. 
For some minutes he rapped loudly for admis- 
sion, but receiving no response the carpenter 
forced open the transom and climbed into the 
room. Mr. Davids was found lying, undressed, 
in the bed, unconscious and breathing heavily. 
A physician was sent for, but before one arrived 
Mr. Davids was dead. A four-ounce vial about 
half full of laudanum was found on the bu- 
reau, and it was thought that Mr. Davids had 
swallowed about two ounces of the opiate. He 
had been troubled with rheumatic gout from 
which opiates gave him relief. 

George W. Davids was 48 years of age, and 
had been married twice. He leaves a widow 
and seven children, two by bis first marriage, 
and five by the second. His domestic relations 
are said to have been of the happiest. Coroner 
Kennedy inquired into the circumstances of the 
death, and gave a permit for the removal of the 
body to New Rochelle. Mr. Davids was a mem- 
ber of Huguenot Lodge, No. 448, F. and A. M., 
and Bethlehem Commandery, No. 54, of Knights 
Templars,of New Rochelle. He was also a Vestry- 
man of Trinity Episcopal Church in that village. 
He had held the office of Country Treasurer of 
Westchester County, and was also a member of 
the Board of Supervisors. He had been in the 
ink business since his boyhood, in partnership 
with his brothers. At the time of his death Mr. 
Davids owned a house in Echo avenue, in New 
Rochelle, commanding a fine view of the Sound. 
It is an old homestead, which he purchased from 
David Harrison. 

Mr. Davids entered the employ of Davids & 
Pomeroy, of which firm his father was senior 
partner, in 1856, as bookkeeper and general clerk, 
and at Mr. Pomeroy’s death in 1867 he was ad- 
mitted to partnership, the firm style being 
changed to Thaddeus Davids & Co. He then 
assumed the control of affairs in his father’s 
place. In 1875 his brothers, David and John B., 
were admitted to partnership, the latter with- 
drawing in 1880. About a year ago he with- 
drew from the firm, because of some unfortunate 
speculations, but continued his business relations 
with it. 

Mr. Davids for several years held office in the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade, and was treasurer 
of that organization. A meeting of the trus- 
tees of the board will be held to-morrow, when 


resolutions of regret will be offered. It will* 


probably be decided that the trustees shall at- 
tend the funeral in a body.

gives the following method of testing a boiler, 

which, though not novel, is good : Fill the boiler 

| full of water until it stands over thesafety-valve 
seat. Be sure the valve fits tight to its seat, and 
works free. Then calculate the area of the 
valve, and weight it to raise at the pressure you 
wish to test, start a moderate fire under the 
boiler and the expansion of the water will raise 
the valve when the pressure reaches the test 
point, that is, if the boiler will stand it. If it 
will not it will give way slightly in the weakest 
place without doing any further damage, for 
if the test is properly done the water will not be 
near the boiling point. To set the valve to test, 
say at 200 pounds per square inch, proceed as 
follows : Length Of Jever is 21’, distance of valve 
from fulcrum, 3", area of valve, 4.9". Then 
21—3=7, 20x49— 980 and 980 -—7=— 140 
pounds, to be placed on the end of lever. From 
this, however, the weight of lever, valve and 
stem should be subtracted.
